BAFFLED BY TROOPS. 


THE TRAFALGAR SQUARE MEETING PRE- 
VENTED BY POLICE AND MILITARY. 


The Police Take Possession of the Meeting - 
Place and Disperse the Crowds — Seri. 
ous Encounters With the Mob—Editor 
O’Brien’s Condition—The German Crown 
Prince—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. _ 

Loxrpon, November l4.—Last night Trafal- 
gar Square was occupied by troops acting in 
conjunction with the police. A battalion of 
Grenadier Guards and two detachments of 
the Life Guards were called out in the after- 
noon to assist the police. This was the first 
time that troops were employed for the pur- 
pose of clearing the streets for a long time. 
It was the first time they were used in Trafal- 
gar Square for fifty years. At one time there 
was a very dramatic spectacie in this square. 
It was on the turn of a hand whether there 
wastobeafight or not. The comparatively 
peaceful ending of the afternoon was occa- 
sioned by the presence of the troops 
and the knowledge that an i over- 
whelming number were held in reserve. 
There were 20,000 soldiers under arms between 
2 and 6 o’clock, ready to march to the support 
ofthe police authorities in maintaining the 
order of Sir Charles Warren, Chief Oommis- 
sioner of Police, that no public meeting should 
be heid in that place. For several weeks the 
police have had trouble in this square, owing 
to the vacillating policy ot the Home Secre- 
tary. Socialists and Anarchists have been 
permitted and and refused the privilege of 
meeting in this place. Sir Charles Warren, 
who has opposed these meetings all along, 
Anally secured an order from the Home Secre- 
tary declaring that public meetings 
should not be permitted there in future. 
The business of the great hotels 
of this neighborhoed had been nearly ruined. 
Since these demonstrations have begun all 
of the great shops near this quarter have lost 
their best customers. The polices, theretore, 
in forbidding these meetings, have simply 
acted in the interests of large property- 
holders. 

A NOMINAL EXCUSE. 

It must be borne in mind, in order to under- 
stand this struggle for the possession of the 
square, that the police have not forbidden 
political meetings or even Socialistic meet- 
ings elsewhere in London. Many advocates 
of meetings in the square have sought to show 
that the Government here was seeking to 
prociaim political meetings and to interfere 
with the liberty of the subjects. Yesterday 
there was the strongest effort that has yet 
been made to hold a meeting in thejsquare. 
All trade clubs in London had been notified to 
gather at this point at 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon for the purpose of protesting against 
the imprisonment of O’Brien. This was 


merely a nominal excuse, given in order to 
give the political color to the meeting, but 
none of the Irish leaders here sympathized 
with the attempt to meet in the square. They 
have held that the fact of their not 
being forbidden’ to meet in any 
other place would detract from any pub- 
lic symmpathy with them in a struggle with 
the police on the subject. Delegations from 
the trade clubsin the Provinces came in on 
trains Saturday. It was planned to have at 
least 100,000 people come to the square. Sat- 
urday night, as previously cabled, Sir Charles 
Warren posted all over London prociama- 
tions upon great white posters forbidding po- 
litical processions approaching Trafalgar 
Square on Sunday forthe purpose of holding 
meetings there. There was great excitement 
throughout London for the previous twenty- 
four hours, for every one believed that a final 
test of police authority was to be made. 
POLICE ARRANGEMENTS. 
From early in the day the police were sta- 
tioned in a continuous circle, shoulder to 
shoulder, extending around the whole line of 
the square, Atall ofthe streets there were a 
number of mounted police who patrolled the 
streets crossing St. Martin's lane. Down Pall 
Mali there were officers at every corner. From 
2 o’clock until 4 o’clock great crowds of sight- 
seers swept down towards the square. Nearly 
all of them were well dressed, and opposed to 
the mecting. They came for the purpose of 
seeing the fight, if there was to 
be one. The day was cloudy, with 
occasional spits of rain. At 8 
o’clock there were 100,000 people in 
the Strand, down Parliament street and 
the environs of the square, The square itself 
was kept absolutely empty. No one was per- 
mitted to pass through the ranks of the police. 
At (o' clock there began to appear signs of dis- 
order. Sounds of music were heard from the 
west and shouts came from all directions. A 
number of processions were stopped on their 
way to the square. At about 4:20 o’clock there 
Was 
A MOST DRAMATIO SPECTACLE 

presented. Some of the Socialist leaders ap- 
peared in wagons coming down Pall Mall. The 
leading wagon was a large open van, with the 
cover rolled up like a reefed sail. On the front 
seat were four men. The body of the wagon 
was packed. Behind this was another 
wagon, also packed. Still behind this was 
another, containing a brass band. The musi- 
cians were in uniform. A fourth wagon hada 
bright red flag. A great crowd followed the 
wagons. The fact that they had been able to pen- 
etrate thus far seemed to argue thatthe police 


groans. The arrest of the leader was, how- 
ever, so prompt and the action of the police 
80 decisive that the crowd for a moment hesi- 
tated. Two police officers alone had walked 
right into the mass of rough-looking citizens, 
had made the arrests and had dragged the 
man back into their own ranks before the 
crowd had made up its mind what to 
do. If there had been a clever and 
courageous leader the man captured would 
have been quickly rescued. But the crowd 
hesitated, and in that single moment of hesi- 
tation they lost their chance, for at that very 
moment of hesitation there appeared around 
the corner a detachment of Life Guards riding 
seven abreast. It wasa splendid sight. The 
square was just beginning to be lighted up. 
It was now dark as it would be in New York 
at o clock. The gleaming lights of the 
square shone on the glistening helmets and 
breastplates of this body of cavalry as they 
moved upon their powerful horses with the 
even motion of machinery. Cheers arose 
from all around the square as they approached, 
and the greeting from the outside crowd had 
a very disheartening effect on the 
agitators. The Life Guards swung 
slowly. around the square, clearing the 
streets as they went. At their head rode Mr. 
Vaughan, one of the city magistrates. There 
was a very resolute look on his regular 
features. He was there for the purpose of 
reading the riot act. He sat on his horse as well 
as the two officers who rode on his right and 
‘left. As thby passed round the square, a bat- 
tallion of the grenadier guards came march- 
ing down St. Martin’s Lane with their great 
shakos bobbing up and down in dense lines, 
above which appeared the gleaming bayonets 
of their rifies. The heavy tramp of their step 
on the asphalt was heard across the square. 
They quickly formed in double lines, guard- 
ing the approaches to the National Gallery. 
The agitators had resolutely refused to believe 
that the troops would be called ont. They had 
caiculated only on dealing with the police. 
THEY DID NOT FALL BACK. 

They stood scowling in a savageand ugly 
manner. Oneof the police officers ventured 
too far into the crowd and was reapeatedly 
struck. On seeing this a plucky young gentle- 
man rushed to the constable’s rescue and after 
dealing blows to the right and left with his cane, 
escorted the officer back to his associates. The 
agitaiers now plainiy perceived that a large 
portion of the crowd in civilian dress was 
against them. While they still hesitated a 
second detachment of the Horse Guards came 
trotting into the Square and joined the Life 
Gu Ss. These two bodies of cavalry moved 
cons@atly around the square, clearing 
the Growds as fast as they gathered at 
one point. The police charged several times, 
butno blows were struck. The crowds fell 
back at every advance movement on the part 
of the authorities. The mounted police 
charged the sidewalks as well as the streets. 
The mob was soon driven back and broken 
up, Only one or two arrests being made. 

The sharpest brush of the day was in Pall 
Mall where a large procession, carrying ban- 
ners was charged and broken up by the police 
without the aid of the troops. The police 
weréafterwards seen coming down through 
the square on their way to Scotland Yard, 
carrying the captured banners and flags of the 
scattersd procession. They were cheered by 
many and received with groans by a 
few. Last night the square was 
guarded by both military and police. Bir 
Gen. Warren has been most successful in 
maintsining the observance of his proclama- 
tion. The agitators who swore that they 
would sweep aside the police did not at any 
time yesterday show any real courage. Their 
leaders failed to come up to time when there 
was a question of fighting instead of speak- 
ing. 

1 PROMPT AOTION. 

The crowd, when it failed to get into the 
square from the Cockspur street side, made 
two other attempts, onefrom the southeast- 
ern corner and another from the northeastern. 
Mr. Graham, M. P., headed a body of about 
one hundred men who made a rush from the 
southeast corner. Here the police, under com- 
mand of Supt. Hunt, were posted, and the 
aftack therefore made little or no impression 
on their ranks. Mr. Graham, however, was 
arrested and John Burns, the well-known 
Socialist, was captured also and led inside the 
square. Mrs. Ann Besantalso made an at- 
tempt to enter the square, but her request 
that she might be arrested was disregarded. 
During this struggle several of the windows of 
the Grand Hotel were semasbed. A very 
desperate attempt was made about 4 o’clock 
by the Southwark Socialist clubs to effect an 
entrance into the square from the northeast 
corner. They had been massing in the back 
streets for some time and marching down 
Shaftesbury avenue twelve abreast and ina 
solid line, which went back as far as the eye 
could reach. The entrance here into the 
sxuare is by the series of some fifteen descend- 
ing steps. A single file of police were stationed 
in line along the uppermost step. The crowd 
halted for oment, but suddenly a mad rush 
was made for the stairs. The constables were 
bowled down like nine-pins, and in a rioment 
there were 500 men half way down stales. Here, 
however, they were met dy a solid body of 
police and were slowly beaten back. A seo- 
ond charge, which was expected might have 
been more successful, but just as the hostile 
intention of the crowd became apyarent, the 
Grenudier Guards were seen and the crowd 
melted away. The Guards, as stated above, 
were drawn up in front of the National Gal- 
lery and remained there until the crowd had 
been gradually worn out by the distributing 
tactics on the part of the police. The strong- 
est demonstration came from Clerkenwell. 
The crowd began to assemble at 2 o’clock. 
Banners were displayed bearing such emblems 
as ‘‘Resistance to Tyrants is a Duty to God, 


around amid a perfect tornado of hoots and | general fight with the police ensued, the latter 


using their staves freely, while the mob revali- 
ated with their sticks. The mounted police 
charged the crowd and hit out right 
and left, but suffered considerably from 
the perfect hailstorm of clubs which 
were huried at them from a _ distance. 
Between 4and6 o’clock seventy injured per- 
sons were attended to at the Charing Cross Hos- 
pital. One man, who had a serious wound on 
the head, ‘said the police clubbed him when 
he was quite a distance from the crowd. An- 
other was suffering from a contusion of the 
abdomen. During a sharp scafiie at West- 
minster bridge a constable was stabbed in the 
back with an oyster knife, and a constable 
was stabbed in the chin and many others were 
struck with stones, etc. In a hand-to-hand 
encounter with paraders from South London, 
an Inspector had his nose broken by a blow 


from a cienched fist.

HANDY WITH THEIR BATONS. 


The London Police Criticized for Their Work 
Yesterday. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, November 14.—The scenes in Lon- 
don yesterday were the most dangerous wit- 
nessed, since the Chartist riots. From the 
police point of view, everything was admi- 
rably managed, but my own opinion and that 
of nearly all observers of the scene at 
Trafaigar Square is that if the guards had not 
appeared at a few minutes after 4 o’clock 
the square would have been carried against 
the police. The crowd was not disorderly or 
criminal. It is a monstrous libel on the part 
of the Times to declare that an attempt was 


made to place London at the mercy of 


a rufflanly mob with the tention to plunder. 
The meeting was called solely to protest 
against the imprisonment of O’Brien. Its 
political character was announced before 
Warren’s proclamation, and it would have 
been held without the slichtest disorder, with 
about one-fiftieth part of the obstruction that 
actually occurred. Nine-tenths of the Rad- 
icals of London, as well as the Irish Associa- 
tions, took part ig it, and the rowdies were 
at all times 
IN THE MINORITY. 
Little more was done, indeed, than a vigorous 
effort to test the time-honored right of 
meeting in Trafalgar Square, a common 
law right modified by statute. As for the 
conduct of the police, their tactics were much 
more military in character than we in England 
areaccustomed to. From a military point of 
view their behavior was beautiful. The result 
has been, however, a marked rvaction in fa- 
vor of the authors of the demonstrations and 
against the police. The police were howled at 
by the mob, while the guards were enthusi- 
astically cheered. The legal view of the situ- 
ation is doubtful. Matthews has biundered, as 
usual, in dubiously hinting that a bona fide 
political meeting would de allowed, 
and by setting up a claim that 
Trafalgar Square belongs to the Queen, 
and that people are permitted there only on 
sufferance. This position will be bitterly con- 
tested. An organizer tells me that a large 
meeting will be called for next Sunday and 
every Sunday until the right of meeting is re- 
stored. « The theory of obstruction is absurd. 
Trafalgar Square on Sundays is as quiet as a 
market place in the country.

The Daily Chronicle thinks that the police 
acted with forbearance. ‘‘We cannot,’’ it 
adds, ‘‘justify the action of the paraders; but 
the chief blame rests withthe authorities for 
provoking conflict by the invasion of a long- 
cherished public right.’’

BANK EXAMINER FORMAN RECEIVES TWO 
THREATENING LETTERS ro- Dar, 


| Written By a Crank Whe Claims te Be a 


Friend of Henry Overstolz—The Grand 
Juty Continues Its Inyestigation—Cre- 
celius Will Talk at the Right Time—The 
Depositors’ Committee To-mbrrow—The 
Receiver te Be Appointed on Wednes- 
day. f 


The cranks are beginning to show their 
heads Inthe Fifth National Bank case. Fol- 
lowing the attack on Henry Overstolz’ house, 
made bya drunken depositor, comes a threat 
purporting to be from a friend of Mr. Over- 
stolz, aimed at the Bank Examiner now in 
charge of the bank’s affairs. Mr. Forman 
has never accused any one but the Cashier, 
Crecelius, of fraud, but the inference 
that others were implicated with 
the Oashier was so strong in the minds of 
every one that it has amounted almost to 
conviction. Mr. Forman was quoted on the 
day Crecelius was arrested as having inti- 
mated that if Mr. Overstolz were not on his 
death-bed he might be sharing Cre- 
celius’ cell. Mr. Forman has never ac- 
cused Mr. Overstolz absolutely of complic- 
ity in Crecelius’ crime. This morning, 
however, he received two letters, writing 
being on both sides of half-sheets of cheap 
note paper, each enclosed in a yellow envel- 
ope addressed to Mr. Forman, Esq., 
Bank Examiner of the Fifth National 
Bank of St. Louis, Mo.“ The letters were 
written in the same handwriting and evidently 
by the same person. One was signed ‘‘Ne- 
mesio,’’ and the other Nemessis.“ The 
handwriting was cramped and the language 
illiterate. ‘ 

THE FIRST LETTER 
began: ‘‘Mr. Forman, Sir,“ and then stated 
that the writer had just heard that Mr. For- 
man had threatened Mr. Overstolz with 
arrest. ‘‘Just you try it on,’’ said the 
letter, and as there is a God in 
Heaven we will kill you.’’ The letter 


continued in a rambling manner to set forth 
Mr. Overstolz’ good quulities and the writer’s 
ability to use a pistol if necessary. He wasa 
crank, he wrote, but a solid old St. Louisan“ 
as well. The second letter resembles the first. 
It is long, rambling and full ot threats. Mr. 
Forman will pay no attention to either of the 


threats. 

Everything was quiet at tne bank this morn- 
ing. he business of settling =p affairs is 
waiting on the action of the Grand-jury in the 
matter of Crecelius, and the action of 
the Comptroller of the Treasury in the 
receivership matter. Mr. Forman was busy 
this morning listing $80,000 worth of drafts on 
Eastern customers deposited by Goldsmith 
but never sent on for collection. 

A number of business men are anxious to 
see the list of depositors, but thus far they 
have been unabletodoso. The reason they 
are so anxious is that people who owe them 
money are claiming that they have 
money locked up in the bank. 
Several people who have not a dollar 
on deposit in the bank, have established credit 
by representing themselves as the owners of 
claims against the institution. One firm 
staved off creditors by claiming to be among 
the bank’s depositors, and when the list of 
overdrafts was printed in the Post-DISPATCH 
last week, it was found that instead of being 
among the bank’s creditors, the firm owed it 
money. 

The agent of a widow Eppensed at 
the bank this morning with a draft 
for $600 drawn by the Fifth 
National on a Cincinnati bank. He had bought 
it for $600 cash just before the failure. He was 
told he would have to come in with,.the other 
claimants and there was no telling what he 
would get on the claim. 

THE NEW STOCKHOLDERS, 
or those who puid in money onthe new issue 
of stock of the bank, bave taken legal advice 
and stil] claim that they come in as depositors, 
not stockbolders. The point they make is 
that the whole iasue of stock, 2,000 shares, 
was not subscribed and that therefore 
the subscriptions are void and the money 
a in on them should be classed as a deposit. 

‘he Bank Examiner said this morning that 
this question could be settled only by the 
Comptroller at Washinaton. If the stock- 
holders’ claim ig correct the assets of the 
bank will be reduced $260,000, which is the sum 
of the claims of these stockholders, added to 
the amount for which the new stock would be 
liable. The matter will come before the 
courts, probably on a suit brought * one of 
the new stockholders against the Receiver 
when he is appointed. 

Friends of Crecelius, the imprisoned Cash- 
ier who have talked with him since his arrest 
say that he will undoubtedly make a full state- 
ment of his connection with the bank's affairs 
but thatthe statement may not de made for 
several days. Crecelius will probably be 
heard from when the Grand-jury returns an 
indictment against bim. At present the jury 
will not ask him to testify but when he has 
been indicted be may be calledin to give in- 
formation against others. 


THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 


Mr. Hirschb erg Denies That He Had a 
Quarrel—An Explanation. 


A morning paper this morning printed what 
purported to be an account of a quarrel 
betwenn H. Hirschberg, Chairman of the 
Fifth National Bank depositors’ meeting, and 
Carl Daenzer, who was appointed at that 
meeting chairman of anexecutive committee 
which was to be chosen by Mr. Hirschberg.

A BRAVE VETERAN. 


THE AMERICAN FLAG FLAUNTED IN THE 
FACE OF THE CHICAGO ANABCHISTS. 


Vain Appeals to the Police to Remove the 
Stars and Stripes From the Funeral Pro- 
cession — Fielden and Schwab at Work 
in the Joliet Prison—Inspector Byrnes’ 
Estimate of Herr Most — Bombs in Cin- 
cinnati. 


CHICAGO, November l4.--The News says ed- 
itorially: No true-hearféd American could 
view the Anarchist procession which marched 
through the streets of Chicago without émo- 
tions of a conflicting nature. It was a display 
at once pitiful and reassuring. That some- 
thing more than 5,000 persons, men, women 
and children avail themselves of the funeral 
of five murderers to advertise their sympathy 
with lawlessness must be regretted. 
In the procession were no flags 
or banners expressive of hatred to 
American institutions and American society, 
but on every breast was pinned the blood-red 
sign of revolution and destruction. To plain 
common sense it appears inexplicable that 
5,000 or 10,000 or 100 men in the light of the day 
sbould wear the red and march behind the 
murderers. In place of banners, flower piers, 
with mottoes, were borne aloft, the 
word ‘martyrs’ being a favorite among these, 
vieing with a white dove in its inappropri- 
ateness, The red flag, that in obedience 
to the Mayor’s prohibition was banished from 
the air, rested upon the coffins of the hanged 
Engel and the self-destroyed Lingg. Behind 
the hearsg bearing the body of Parsons fol- 
lowed what must be regarded as the remains 
of No. 1,807, the suspended Knights of Labor 
Assembly of which he was once a member. 
Otherwise there was no indication that the 
great labor organization had any sympathy 
with anarchy or mourned its executed leaders. 

THE STARS AND STRIPES RESPECTED. 

Olearing the way before the procession 
marohed a Grand Army veteran bearing a 
cheap Fourth of July copy of the stars and 
stripes emblazoned with the battles in which 
he had fought. This was the only flag dis- 
played along the march, Its presence was a 
freak of a half-cracked brain resented by the 
Anarchists. They had been prohibited 
from oarrying the red flag, and 
they appealed to the police to 
prevent the veteran from flaunting the 
stars and stripes before the corpses.of their 
brethren.

Incendiaries Destroy Almost the Entire

After the adjournment of the pressmen’s 
meeting Messrs. Aimison and Gamewell were 
in close consultation with the members of the 
local Executive Committee, but declined to 
divulge the result of their Conference. 

Mr. George Clark, President of the local 
Typo aphical Union, said thatto his certain 
knowledge the compositors who had come 
from the East to fill the places of the strikers 
had very generally, on learning the situation, 
refused to go to work, and had continued 


their journey westward. 

The members of the thete held a meet- 
ing this morning and declared that they were 
able to stand the strike indefinitely, and 
would under no circumstances accede to the 
demands of the compositors. All are anx-

Vows of ven- 
geance were called for and echoed by 
many voices in the crowd. ALBERT CUR- 
LIN, the successor of Spres in the editor- 
ship of the Arbeiter Zeitung, besought the 
workingmen of Chicago to be one, be 
strong,’’ and to devote all their energies 
to the -task of avenging their martyrs. 
And when some one in the crowd sug- 
gested the ballot as the proper weapon, 
he exclaimed: 

Pshaw! the ballot! Despite that factor you 
are impoverished and enslaved. Despite the 
ballot these five were strangled. * * Be 
one in heart and actions. Join hands and let 
us all fight, and, if necessary, die for liberty, 
equality, humanity. Letus stand together as 
free men of this republic, that justice may be 
done in the fullest measure to the memory of 
these noble martyrs. 

The folly, the frenzied idiocy, of such an 
appeal as this must be apparent to the 
great multitude of workingmen, even to 
such of them as do not appreciate the 
wickedness of resolving themselves into 
an organization of murderers sworn to 
take bloogy vengeance on society and the 
officers of the law. 

They all know thatif the workingmen, 
or even a considerable majority of them, 
should unite at the ballot-box, they could, 
whenever they pleased, change both the 
law of the land and its ministers. They 
know that when workingmen resist the 
law or its officers they are resisting laws 


enacted and officers chosen with the con- 


sent and active support of a majority of 
the workingmen of the country. The re- 
sistance is therefore the resistance of a 
minority unwilling to be ruled by the will 
of the majority of the workingmen; it is 
resistance to the vital principle of popular 
self-government; it is an attempt to 
force upon us alla choice between social 
chaos and submission to the despotism of a 
violent and aggressive minority. 

If workingmen cannot be one at the 
ballot-box in effecting a lawful and peace- 
ful revolution, what madness it is to ex- 
pect them to be more united in a policy of 
vengeance and violence. Ifa dissatisfied 
minority cannot induce a majority of 
workingmen to cast lawful ballots against 
existing laws and society as it stands, it is 
even more idle to expect any but a des- 
perate, powerless and frenzied few of the 
dissatisfied minority to hurl bombs and 
devote themselves to certain and igno- 
minious death.

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IDEAL POLITICS. 

Mr, HENRY GEORGE’S published refiec- 
tions on the subject of his recent campaign 
are romantic in their guilelessne:s. In 
commenting on the fact that he received 
only 37,000 votes in the city of New York 
he joyously bails it as one of those glo- 
rious defeats that make future victories 
possible.” He declares that his shrunken 
faction is now purged of all the camp-fol- 
lowers and holiday soldiers; and he ac- 
cepts the drastic process as a necessary 
purification. In the sublimated residuum 
that remains steadfast in its devotion to 
the anti-poverty cause we are told that 
there is no man whose vote was bought.“ 
In the anti-poverty phalanx, in its new 
condition of glorified attenuation, there is 
„more soul, more of the stuff that brings 
great parties into being, than in both the 
other parties.’’ ' 

Here we have the ideal view of practical 
politics; and it induces the belief that Mr. 
GEORGE is not effective in the work of ral- 
lying voters on election day, despite his 
acknowledged proficiency as a campaign 
writer and speaker, His implied unwill- 
inguess to accept the votes of unworthy 
men is a very supersensitive sort of quix- 
otism. The best and purest of American 
politicians have always cheerfully ac- 
cepted the votes of any electors who were 
entitled to vote; and it is rather late in 
the century to refine upon our estab- 
lished canons of political morality. Mr. 
GRORGE will find it hard to inject into 
New York politics the spirit of impracti- 
cable reform that exhale from the pages 
of ‘‘Progress and Poverty.

When the case of Mrs. Mary Duff, charged 
with disturbing the peace, was called in Judge 
Oady’s {court this morning she took a continu- 
ance until to-morrow. She is the woman who 
created so much excitement yesterday morn- 
ing by hanging the picture of Gen. John A. 
Logan with the pictures of the executed An- 
archists in the window of her room at No. 1508 
Pine street, and draping them all in mouru- 
ing.

French Village Almost Completely Destroyed 
by Fire—A Burglary Case. 

French Village, a small place about six miles 
from this city, on the Belleville rock road, was 
almost completely devastated by fire last 
night.

THE JEWISH SABBATH, 


Dr. Sonneschein Challenges Dr. Hirsch of 
Chicago—A Probabie Debate. 


Rey. Dr. 8. H. Sonneschein at Pickwick 
Hall yesterday gave his concregation quite a 
surprise by the conservative tendencies he 
displayed in handling the subject of the ‘‘Sun- 
day Sabbath.’’ The doctor is considered to 
be one of the most liberal Hebrew rabbis in 
the country and there has been a suspicion 
that he was not seriously opposed to allow- 


ing his Sunday lectures to drift into 
Sunday services to the exclusion of Saturday 
worship. But yesterday he took a staud for 
the Saturday Sabbath. He declared that to 
disturb the Jewish Sabbath would be to cut 
the very life out of Judaism, ‘‘Christians,’’ be 
said, ‘‘are frivolous enough to remain out- 
wardly believers in a Sabbath which they set 
over to the first day, and they were afraid of 
their own identity.’ 

The most sensational feature of the address 
was the statement thatthe speaker had pro- 
posed to Rabbi Hirsch, the Chicago exponent 
of the Sunday idea, that he write a scientific 
address on the subject, as the subject could 
— be decided y the science of 
Judaism. If Rabbi Hirsch could convince him 
(Sonneschein then he would advocate 
the Sunday idea. If Dr. Hirsch could not 
convince him he thought he ought to quit agi- 
tating the matter. Indeed, Dr. Sonneschein 
did not know but it would be a good thing to 
challenge Rabbi Hirsch to discuss the ques- 


on. 

Speaking about this throwing down of the 
gauntlet to Dr. Hirsch, a prominent Hebrew 
said to-day: ‘‘There can be no ques- 
tion that the issue is too clearly made 
to permit 10 8 Dr. Sonneschein can- 
not say that if Dr. Hirsch should take a posi- 
tion in favor of Sunday, he would debate with 
him. Dr. Hirsch has held that position for too 
— a time to be doubted now. Dr. Hirsch is 
against the Saturday Sabbath, and has had no 
Saturday services for a considerable time. If 
there is any man ableto meet the eloquent 
rabbi it is he. If Dr. Hirsch, for reasons of 
which Iam not now aware, should refuse to 
meet Dr. Sonneschein, probably the latter 
could secure a foeman worthy of his steel in 
Rey.

THE OITY OBJECTS TO THE LACLEDE AVE- 
NUE GRADING ASSESSMENT.

A Large Beneficiary, the Street Railroad 
Company, Favored by the Commissioners 

in Omitting an Assessment—The Pat-

City Counselor Bell to-day entered in court 
exceptions in behalf of the city to the report 
of the commissioners in the property-owners’ 
suitof Wm. A. Adams et al. vs. the City. The 
Laclede avenue people had objected to the 
grade established by the city and the commis- 
sioner reported damages in theirfavor. The 
petitioners éach and all have been benefited 
and thelr property increased in value 
by reason of the establishment of the 
grade of Laclede avenue, says the 
City Counselor in his exceptions.

No benefit has accrued or 
will accrue to the city at large by the estab- 
lishment of the grade of Laclede avenue. The 
petitioners have not suffered any damage. The 
Commissioners refused and heglected@o assess 
any benefits against the Forest Park, Laclede 


llegal. 

For some time past there have been grievous 
complaints by the property-owners and resi- 
dents alongthe Laclede avenue line at the 
miserable street-car accommodation and 
service afforded by that line, and the City Coun- 
selor objects to the omission of that company 
in the assessment of benefits, since it monop”- 
lizes the business of that section and makes 
no effort to accommodate its patrons in return 
for the vast benefits which it received by the 
franchise. Its mule service is said to be the 

orest in the West End, and there are no et- 
orts to accelerate during the business hours 
oing to and returning from the down-town 
rminus. No vigilance is exercised by the 
conductors to look out for passengers atthe 
crossings, aud at night the streets are 
not announced. The owl car service which 
was intended to accommodate persons whose 
business keeps them down-town late at night, 
is rendered insufferable from the fact that a 
little bobtail is used and it frequently hap- 
pens that ans! age oes are huddled to- 
getberinit, inhaling filthy tobacco smoke 
and the fumes of night revelers in liquor. 
The company, however, complies with the 
law in running ‘‘a car’’ and its patrons bear 
the discomfort of it. 


Architects’ Assignment. 


An assignment for the benefit of creditors 
was filed to-day in the Recorder’s: office by 
Frank J. Capitain of the tirm of Capitain & 
Steinmann, architects, etc. The assignment 
is made in the name of the firm to John M. 
Sellers. The liabilities are placed at 39,172, of 
which $1,451 is secured by collateral in shape 
of asstaned accounts. The assets are quoted 
at g. „475, of which the amount named above 
has been assigned as security. 


Procrastinating Lawyers. 


This is the last week for filing new suits in 
the Circuit Court returnable to the approach- 
ing December term. The recgrd of entries 
will be closed on Saturday afternoon. There 
are fine prospects for a rush of litigation at 
the eleventh hour, in accordance with the 
custom of lawyers to procrastinate in the 
preparation of petitions. With the increased 
type-writing facilities, however, there is less 
excuse than ever for late fillings, and the Cir- 
cuit Clerk will not undertake to make copies 
of petitions presented on Saturday afternoon. 


A Tenanit’s Grievance. 


The damage suit of Longenotti against 
Shickle, which has been on trial in Judge 
Valliant’s court, was given to the jury this 
afternoon. The case involves a controversy 


between tenant and landlord. The Longe- 
notti and Ferguson families occupied the 
house Jo. 1810 Olive’ street, opposite 
the exposition, and they complain of a leaky 
bath-tub.and closet, to which the attention of 
the landlerd and his agent was called repeat- 
edly. The heaith of the Longenotti family suf- 
fered to a ‘considerable extent from this an- 
noyance, but they contend that it was never 
remedied and matters grew worse. At length 
in despair Mr. Longenotti appealed to the 
courts, placing his damages at $5,000. 


No Party to It. 


Judge Valliant rendered a decision to-day in 
the suit of Parkinson vs. St. Louis Quarry 
Company. The St. Louis. Quarry Company 
has nothing to do with this controversy, inthe 


opinion of the court. Whatever may have 
been the understanding between the Quarry 
Company and Heman, the plaintiff had noth- 
ing to do. with it. It is sufficient 
for the purposes of the laintiff 
in this suit that Heman and the erman- 
Amfrican Bank should answer to him. The 
demurrer of the St. Louis Quarry Company is 
sustained on the ground that the petition states 
no cause of action against that company. The 
German-American Bank is a proper party to 
the suit, but as to it the petition 
is defective in not stating whether or not 
the plaintiff is the holder of the cashier’s 
check in question, which is the instrument in 
which the suit as against the bank is iounded 
and which should be pleaded by its legal effect 
and exhibited with the petition. For this de- 
fect the demurrer of the German-American 
Bank is sustained likewise.
